FIVE MEM ARE DROWNED 

City's Power Plant Disabled 
and the C. P. R, Track 
Washed Away 



Port Arthur, Ont,, May 28. — Swoll 
to an uncontrollable height by tl 
heavy rains of several days past, the 
water behind the first storage dam i 
Current river broke through the b:|'il 
last night and rushinj^ dowm towards 
Lake Superior e;irried ' with It all tl 
hiiildiiigs In tile 1 ity park, rushed 
around the ell.\- power house and 
across the I'.P.U. tracks. 

Ill its course about three-ciuarte 
of a mile of railway was Wiished awav. 
and wlii'ii a rreiglit train from the 
east eame along, almost Immediately 
after the flood, the ciigino and sev- 
eral freight cars plunged over the 
bridge Into the bed of the river, tak- 
ing with them the engineer, fireman 
and braKeman, all of whom were 
killed or drowned, and whose bodi 
have been recovered. 

Two unknown men who were steal- 
ing a ride on the freight train we 
drowned or kllU'd. 

The dead train crew are; Kngineer 
Savard, I'^iri'inan JlcHrido and Hrake- 
mnn Inmunn, nil residents of Selirel- 
ber. 

The accident ha.'? completely crip- 
pled the city power plant, destroying 
much property and cutting off the 
street car system and light and water 
plants. The damage Is now estimated 
at $1:00.000, though it is Impossible to 
make an ncciirnte estimate on aeeount 
of the fact that the whole district 
about tlie power house is still flooded 
and cannot be inspected. A number 
of camping parties were located about 
the mouth of the Current river, and 
it is nothing short of a miracle that 
tliey escaped being carried out Into the 
lake by the rushin.g waters. Had the 
nceideiit occurred at a time in day- 
light with people In the park, as there 
always are, the number of deaths 
would have been confined.-only to the 
number of people In the park.

who get possession of more than this 
number of acres. It also gives thv. gov- 
ernment the claim on coal that may be 
mined, thus guaranteeing a fuel supply 
for the navy.

insurgents were Ifilled, many wounded, 
and a large niiinber I'aptureii.

Tile Insurgents in\-arial)ly outnuin- 
liered the .J,'i]iaiiese forces five to one. 
The greatest activity of the rebellious

Many of llie Jvoreaii insurgents, wlio 
have given the .lapanese .■ulministra- 
tlon much trouble, are Murieiideriiig. 
In fact, the Insurrectionary movement 
has lost Its semblance of or.ganl/.atioii 
and control since the only recognized 
Korean ln.surgent leader camt; to Seoul 
on May 27 and gave himself up. At 
the Japanese military headquarters 
it was confidently predicted .that the, 
entire disturbing element In- Korea will 
be subdued within sixty jiays.

Topeka, Kan.sas, May 2S.— A terrific 
wind storm of almost the proportions 
of a tornado, which passed over the 
Hi.utlierii part of Newell county last 
night, killed one man and injured 
twenty- two persons, seven of them 
probably fatally. 

The storm travelled from the south- 
west, and was 150 yards wide. It took 
everytliliig in its path, and scattered 
a number of liouses, barns and small 
buildings over tile ijrairie. Tlie pro- 
perty damage will amount to thou- 
sands of dollars, and the damage to 
the growing crops is large, Tho Bow- 
en liouse was picked up, and carried 
across the street, and dashed to pieces 
against a fence. The members of the 
family were all in bed, and all of them 
were injured. The house of Frank 
Crltes was blown to pieces and Crites 
was carried a quarter of a mile and 
dropped In a cemetery. He was slight- 
ly injured. Mrs. Crltes was carried a 
half mile and deposited in a wheat 
field, where she was found towards 
morning, more dead than alive. She 
will die. The Durants' home was torn 
to pieces and members of the family 
were blown entirely off the farm. 

Tho storm took a southerly course, 
doing considerable property damage 
in Jewell, Cloud and Clay countlo.^, 
striking near Concordia and CIniy Cen- 
tre. 

Guthrie, Okla,, May 2S, — A tornado 
that swept over the country adjacent 
to Honnessy, fdrty miles northwest of 
here, and Casslpn, fojirteen miles 
southwest, today wrought grreat Sam,- 
ago to crops and farm property. It is 
believed no lives have been lost, al.- 
though details are me.a^re. There Is 
no telegraph or telephone communlna7 
tlon in Kingfisher and West Logan 
counties. 

A cloud-burst visited tho town of 
Swiford, seven miles south of Guthrie, 
late this afternoon. Flood . warnings 
have been sent out. The Cottonwood 
river Is rapidly .rising. 

St. .Toseph, Mo., ?.Iay 2S.— Reports 
from Marysville, harkle and other 
northwest towms are to the effect that 
thousands of acres of low lands have 
been flooded. Most of this land has 
been planted to corn, and the damago 
is heavv. In Nodawaya county ten 
Inches of rain fell within the last few 
days. Tho Jllssouri river Is, rising 
here, and the government dykes near 
Elkwood, under construction, are . 
threatened. In south St. Joseph 
hundred houses are flooded. 

Wind in Chicago, 

Chicago, .May 2S.— A gale of wind 
v. hieh reac hed a greater velocity than 
has bi-i ii recorded in Chicago for seven 
years, tonight preceded an electrical 
storm which did considerable damago 
In various part.s of the city. Several 
persons were injured by debris blown 
from buildings by tho gale, and a 
church and half a score of other build- 
ings wore struck by lightning. 

The storm was the culmination of a 
day of atmospheric disturbances 
which began with daylight, and colli- 
tinued intermittently until nearly mld^ 
night. The greatest extent of damago 
occurred when an 80 foot iron chimney 
was blown .from tho roof of an olght- 
story building at 119 La Salle street. 
The chimney fell across a court, break- 
ing windows in the Brevoort hotel 
from the fourteenth to tho sixth stor- 
ies, and also crashed through a sky- 
light In a rc.'ilaurant adjoining. One 
man was sevi-rely cut by broken glass, 
and scores of guests in the hotel and 
patrons of the restaurant were thrown 
into a panic. The wind, which reached 
a velocity of eighty-six miles an lumr, 
crippled telegruiih and teleplione wires 
throughout the city. For a short lime 
the city was almost cut off from com- 
niunlcation uith the outside world, but 
most of the damage in Vhls regard was 
of a temporary nature, and was soon 
adjusted. Tin,' day opened with a se- 
vere electrical and rain storm which 
was almost a cloudburst. Tl-.e hu- 
midity engendered by the outburst in- 
eri-ased during ihe day, and the tem- 
lierature miiuiit.'d slendily, the maxi- 
niiini being 711 degn.'es, 17 points above 
tlie niinliiium. The rainfall for tho 
morning and evening storms was .95 
of an incli. the heaviest for a long

/ JIILI UNEXPINEB 

Constable's Story of Search 
For Missing Waters Brotli- 
ers Fails to Clear IVIystery 



The mystery surrounding the death 
of one of the Waters brothers, whose 
badly decomposed body wtis discovered 
last Sunday afternoon by i'^rovlncial 
Constable MeLood, of Clayoquot, on 
the beach near Shaw-ln, twelve miles 
distant from Nootita on the west 
coast, and the finding of the hat of 
the other brother who-ls still missing, 
has received no further elucidation. 
As reported in the Colonist the body, 
believed to have been that of Horace 
Waters, was discovered after a search 
by Constable McLeod extending over 
sevor.il ilaj's anil beside It was lying 
a shot .gun, om' of the barrel.-i of wlilcli 
hiul been discharged. A sliort distance 
away was tlie hat of the ulher brother 
riddled with holes of ci size which 
would have been made by the shot ui 
the gun. 

Constable McLeod, who arrlvoJ in 
the city yosterduy morning on I lie 
Toes, reported to Superintendejit 

Mussev giving more details concern- 
ing the finding of the body Ih.-m were 
eonl.iini d in Ills brief wire to the au- 
thorities here. His report leaves the 
c'ase as mvsterious as ever. Wlille 
there were no signs which indicated 
fiiul play ami the Indi.ans • .'' .tlx;

Constahli- .M'cLeod eonlinu.'d his 
sear(di from Muv when li,. nriived 
at XiMitka. until the -'ith .ind went 
over the ground as completel\- as it 
was possible to do.

point. The authors of the League 
lhanifestu speak of tlie services rgn- 
dered by the Irish parliamentary party 
to the cause of the Roman Catholic 
schools In England.

Campbell uttered a striking protest — 
imide Mr. lilrrell, as he confessed, a 
happy num. It wdll no doubt go some 
way towards redeeming hl..^ previous 
failures as a logLslalor If he, carrhH', 
through a bill ui'ioii 'i'l '.suLJecfTliat has 
wrecked ministries in the paSt, and 
which the most enterprising statesmen 
have since feared to handle. Mr. Blr- 
rell has saved himself from a third 
collapse through prolitlng from (experi- 
ence. If he liafl attempted to plunder, 
or even to damage. Trinity college, 
Dublin, as we proposed In Mr. Hryce's 
Inchoate and iirematiirely divulged 
plan, the 1)111 would certainly have 
been dcstroycil. Hut the Illustrious 
foundation which has matured so

Hue To was yesterday lined $100 for 
attemptiiiK to defraud the customs by 
endeuvorluij to have a Chinese eml- 
(jraat personate tho son ot a Ineal 
Chlnoso merchant, with, three months 
111 jail In default of payment. The 
line was promptly paid, althouErh Hue 
To but .-i few momonts before had told 
Judgi' I^auipnian that lie was "bloke." 
He exiilained al'terwnrd.s that he had 
jn.sl a hundred didlars and no more. 
An aftermath of tlic trial will lii'ob- 
ably be the i)riiHeeutlou of one of the 
Chinese ' witnes.se.s for perjury. Law 
Wal, a .slioemaker, when testlfyins in 
the police court said that he had been 
told to make a false declaration re- 
Rardlng Chang Quong Duck by Hue 
To. Yesterday he admitted that ho 
had not told the truth on that occa- 
sion, but .'<ald that he had been told 
to ai:tke that .-il/iti'meiU l:iy l.aiin Pon 
of thi. linn of Main Vek, ;ind that It 
was really Lelm Poo who had in.stnirt- 
cd him to make the declaration la 
(lue.sllon. 

After the ea.=;(' was over ,Judp;e 
I.aniiiman referred to tin- Incident, 
and iinummended that Law Wal be 
p ro.seeii ted for perjui'.v. His honor 
.said that ("hlne.se witnes.se.s wiTe no- 
torious foi' their false swearing pro- 
clivities, but that It was usunlly Im- 
possible to prove It. On this occasion 
iln wUncss was on record as having 
eommlttpd perjury, and an attempt 
.should be made to punish lilin for It. 
Outlined Case 

In (i]UiiinK for the crown It. G. Har- 
mird, K. stated that the accu.sed 
was (liarKed with being" concerned In 
an attemin at personation In contr.-i- 
ventliin 'ir the provi.slons of the Chi- 
nese IminlKrallon aei. The evidence, 
he .said, would show that In .Vprll of 
last yisir Hue To paid the $'.nn due 
in respe.-t of a ("hlnes^' Ininilgrnnt 
named ('hanc: W'on^- Iluek under pro- 
test, and forthwith went to Laim Pno. 
a local merchant ami member of tlie 
linn of Hani Vek. and fjot him to make 
a false declaration that Chang Wong 
Duck was a t>on of his named Lung 
Wing, who In point of fact vvaH *In 
China at the time. Similar declar- 
ations wore made by Xieong Wu, and 
I. aw as well as the accused. Then 
they u'eiU to .Mr. Nowbury. the eol- 
leetor of eustoms. and endeavored to 
set a refund of the $S(IO. .\H-. Xew- 
Iniry, hiiwever, thought thi> whole 
pame was a fake, and refused to give 
up the money. Subsequentl.v prose- 
cullon.s we're started with the result 
that those iniplleated. with the e.v- 
eeption of Hue To, pleaded ;juilty and 
were lined SlOO apiece. 

Ijpe Ping Shin was sworn as inter- 
preter, whereupon I^aim Poo, of the 
dryfjoods (Irm of .Ham Yek. was iiut 
upon tho stand. He was sworn In tho 
usual way of the Chinaman. He wrote 
hi.s name on a piece of paper which 
was then burned, the Chinaman utter- 
ing tho pious wish tho while that If 
ho did not tell the truth his soul might 
burn In a ."Imllar manonr. .Judging 
from portions ot his subsequent evl- 
(Icnec Ijalni Poo regards his soul as 
incombustible. 

■ I.alm Poo stated lhat he did not 
know Chang Quong Duck, ami had 
ncA'er e\'en heard of him till after tlio 
iiegntlations for Duck's .attemiH to 
beat the customs h.ad reached an ad- 
vanced stage. He liad three sons, two 
of wdiom wore In China, one of tliem 
being Liung AVIng. The last named 
was In China at the time the witness 
made the declaration that Duck was 
tho son In question. He said that Hue 
To eaine to him floon after the arrival 
of the lioat and a.sked him to put up 
the S.'iOO iiecessar.v to secure Duck's 
release from the Dominion authorities. 
He went willi Hue to the wharf to 
see about It, but did md put iii> the 
miuii-y imd ilid not kimw wlu'rr Hue 
got It from. -Mterwards Hue To 
took him to .Mexis .Martin's law otlice 
v.'bero he signed a declaration that 
Drndi was his son Hjing Wing. The 
following day he went with the others 
to see Newbury in a vain attempt 
to get back the money which had been 
paid .Mr. Newberry examined them 
separatel.v. 

For Friendsliip's Sake 
('ross-e.xamlned b.v Mr. [.angley, 
r.aim Poo denied that ho was going to 
Ket anything out of the transaction 
but blandly Insisted that what he did i 
was merfdy out of friendship for his 
friend Hue, who had obllg^d him on 
various unspecKled occasions. Dii(l< 
was pi-osent when the iinlnie deelar- 



jury, and ho was nrrosied an4 taken 
to ..the- police station'. V6fore 'ho4>v'as 
many hours older. ". " ' 

-Mr. Kewbury told of flio Chlniimen 
coming to Iiiui with a story which did 
not tally when ho examined thvm sep- 
arately with tho result that he, hail re- 
'fused to give up the money \vhk:h had 
been depoHlled, and Jtr. Uanuird Hum- 
med up shortly saying that tho ca.so 
w.as too clear to need extended argu- 
ment. Mr. Langloy prefaced his re- 
marks by saying that h« had not much 
to say. whereupon tho judge remarked: 

"I suppose you mean to say that 
there Is not much for you to say." . 

Mr. LanBley, continuing, said that 
the evidence was practically all lhat 
of Chlnarnen wlio stood convictod of 
perjury In i-he ca.so. while the testi- 
mony was not inconsistent with tlic 
theory that Hue 'I'o did boUeve Duck 
to be I.alm V^oo's son, having been de- 
ceived b.v the suave merchant. Tho 
others implicated had been fined $100 
apiece, and iit tho worst counsel did 
not think that there was anything to 
show that his client was more deeply 
In the mire than the others. 

An Unavailing Plea. 

.Judge I.anipnuin .Tgreed that they all 
soomcd to be in tlie .same boat, but 
had no doubt of Hue To's guilt, and 
then addressing that Individual asked 
him what ho hnd to say before sen- 
tence was passnd upon hiin. As he 
did not appear to under.stund his hon- 
or added: ; 

"I shall have to send you to Jail, or 
fine you." 

Hue To spread out his hands dopre- 
catln.gly : 

"I K"ot no inonev at all. I Idoke."
